Drug Problem Is #1 Priority -

State officials are working hard 
in Montgomery to minimize the 
problem of drug and alcohol abuse 
in Alabama. 

Gov. Guy Hunt said that the 
drug problem has to be number one 
on the state's agenda. "The mind 
and the body are ruined as a result 
of drugs,” Hunt said. He feels that 
education and economic develop- 
ment do not matier when drug 
abuse is involved. 

Attorney General Don Sicgel- 
man said, “Drugs are at the heart of 
sous erimes like murder, rape and 
tobbery." Siegelman feels that 
drugs are destroying the lives of 
chiitren, distupting families and 
Hidserins ihe steeneth of workers 


st 


Alabama is in a vulnerable posi- 
tion as far as being attractive to 
drug dealers because of the vast 
coast line, he said. Alabama's inter- 
State system also allows for drug 
trafficking. Siegelman said that the 
rural communities can be targeted 
for landing aircraft on air strips 
built during World War II. 

A study done in 1985 said that 
Alabama ranked seventh in the na- 
ion for the amount of home grown 
marijuana produced, he said 

"Drug education has got to be 
the major weapon in fighting the 
drug problem,” Seigelman said. 
Over the past three years, local 
based awareness and drug prevention 
programs have been established 
with great success. Support groups, 
such as the Straight program, in- 
volve parents, teachers and young 
people to help aid in drug rehabili- 
lation. 

The state Department of Educa 
lion and the attomey general have 
worked together to develop a drug 
abuse curriculum. This curriculum 
is now available in all public

schools from kindergarten to the 
12th grade, 

Siegelman said the greatest need 
for strengthening the education of 
drug abuse would be formal educa- 
tion rather than outside support 
groups. Drug education is interwov- 
en into the curriculum of other 
courses, 

"Chemistry courses might talk 
about how the chemical compo- 
nents of drugs affect the mind and 
body. English courses might be 
used for students to do research and 
write papers on the effects of drugs 
and alcohol,” Siegelman said. 

Hunt said, "I think you are look- 
ing al a time coming when there 
will be more random drug testing 
done." The courts just ruled that 
employers, such ds railroad engi- 
neers, who have others’ lives in 
their hands, can be asked to take 
drug tests." 

State Sen, William Cabaniss Jr., 
R-Birmingham, submitted a driver's 
license drug screening bill that is 
supported by the governor. The bill 
proposes that driver's license not be 
permitted until a clean drug test is 
passed, "More than 50 percent of 


the kids interviewed said that the 
drug screening would definitely af- 
fect the chances of them receiving 
their license," Cabaniss said. 

Rep. Tom Drake, D-Cullman, 
said, "I promote all programs trying 
to educate drug absuers as well as 
those not as aware of the harms it 
can cause.” Drake said he also fa- 
vors severe penalties of those 
caught with drugs within a certain 
distance of any school campus. 

The attorney general has imple- 
mented a Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education program. The DARE 
program is designed to prevent sub- 
stance abuse through education. It 
provides ways to resist negative 
peer pressure and teaches decision- 
making skills. Siegelman sees 
DARE as an effective long-term so- 
lution to reduce the demand for 
drugs. 

Siegelman said, "The penalties 
and the laws regarding drug traffick- 
ers have finally taken a place at the 
top of the national agenda. I believe 
we are turning the corner and are 
gelling the message out to our 
young people and to the drug deal- 
ers.

Child Restraint Laws 


Changed In State 


The new Child Restraint Law, 
89-781, requires that all children 
under age 6 be secured in a federally 
approved child restraint while riding 
in a motor vehicle 

The law stipulates that children 
age 4 and 5 may be secured in a reg- 
ular seat belt instead of a child re- 
straint. The law which became ef- 
fective May 11 provides for a $10 
fine upon conviction 

Previously Alabama's Child Re- 
straint Law applied only to children 
under the age of 3. 

The new Littter Legislation, 89- 
661, provides for the issuance of 
uniform trafic citations - traffic 
tickets - to those who commit the 
crime of littering on Alabama high- 
ways. 

A litter violation is a Class C 
misdemeanor and subject to a fine 
of up to $500.

Rescue squads, the Alabama Ma 
rine Police, other law enforcement 
agencies and volunteers help find * 
lost and stranded boaters every year. 
Rescue is easier when the rescuers 
know where to look. Alabama Ma 
rine Police advise all boaters to file 
a float plan before setting off on a 
fishing trip, a cruise, or any boat 
trip. 

The float plan message is impor 
tant during National Safety Boating 
Weck, June 4 - 10. and anytime 
you take to the water. A float plan 
serves the boater just as a flight 
plan serves the aviator. It should in 
clude your name and address; your 
boat's name, number, length, type, 
color, power, cruising range and 
speed; and the number of passengers 
and their names and addresses, 

A float plan's most important 
information is your destination, 
time of departure, route, and time of 
planned return, The model and make 
of your car, plus its license number 
and where you expect to park it dur- 
ing your boat trip should also be 
included. This informadion is inval- 
uable when potential rescuers are 
searching for you. 

A float plan should

Hypnosis may hold key in murder case 


Coffee County Sheriff Brice 
Paul has reported that his office 
was using the science of hypnosis 
in an attempt to secure additional 
leads in the recent murder of an 
Elba woman. 

Sheriff Paul reported that sever- 


al potential witnesses in the case 
had stepped forward in an effort to 
help solve the crime and that 
through hypnosis, details not easily 
remembered could be discovered. 
"We are doing everything we 
can to solve the murder of Retha 


Mae Hines," stated Sheriff Paul, 
"and maybe through the use of hyp- 
nosis we can find the clue that will 
enable us to solve the crime." 
Sheriff Paul also reported that a 
black male had been attempting to 
sell women's jewelry matching the 


description of the items stolen dur- 
ing the robbery/murder at the Hines 
home, and urged anyone having 
any information concerning the sale 
of the items to contact the Sheriff's 
office in Elba. 


Georgia man sentenced to life without parole 


A young Georgia man was sen- 
tenced to life without parole last 
week for his involvement in the 
kidnapping, robbery and murder- 
for-hire of a rural Coffee County 
resident in 1985. 

Timothy David Stubbs, age 20, 
received the life without parole sen- 


tence from Circuit Judge Terry: 
Butts on Tuesday, May 30, in con- 
nection with the July 25, 1985 
shooting death of James Edwards 
Nelson, a resident of the Antioch 
Community. 

Stubbs, in a plea bargain agree- 


ment in March, entered a plea of 
guilty to the charges of kidnapping, 
robbery and murder-for-hire; how- 
ever, three days after entering his 
plea, Stubbs was found guilty of 
capital murder by a Coffee County 
jury. 


Investigator at work in city 


Elba Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey reported this week that a full- 
time investigator is on staff at the 
local police department and that 
since joining the staff, the investi- 
gator has been responsible for 15 
felony arrests. 

"We are indeed pleased to have 
Donnie Byrd on staff as an investi- 
gator," stated Chief Hanchey, "and 
it is obvious when looking at 


crimes reported within the city that 
the office of the investigator was 
needed to provide the public with 
the protection it deserves.” 

Bryd, a former employee of the 
Elba Police Department and the Al- 
abama Department of Corrections, 
accepted the position of investiga- 
tor in early May and,has extensive 
training at the  Investigator's 
School, in Montgomery.

The 8th season of the Domestic 
Marijuana Eradication Program in 
Alabama began June 1, according 
to Col. Thomas H. Wells, Alabama 
Department of Public Safety Direc- 
tor. 

The program is a coordinated ef- 
fort of federal, state and local law 
enforcement officials to seek out 
and destroy Alabama's home- 
growmn.mMarijuana crop. 

The program generally iasts 
from early spring until the first 
frost, the length of the growing sca- 
son for marijuana in the state. 

Col. Wells stated that this year 
the Alabama National Guard will

provide personnel and equipment 
for aerial and ground support for 
the program. 

"We welcome the National 
Guard's involvement in the eradica- 
tion program and I believe the 
cooperation among all the agencies 
involved has been a key element in 
the program's increasing success 
through the years,” added Wells. 

Last year Alabama eamed a 6th 
place ranking nationwide with a to- 
tal of 187,000 plants valued at 
$149.6 million located and de- 
stroyed. This year the Drug En- 
forcement Agency has set an aver- 
age street value of $2,000 for each 
marijuana plant destroyed. 


"The most highly reported 
crimes in the city are burglaries, 
thefts and forgeries," stated Byrd, 
"and the main cause of the recent 
increase in these crimes is crack co- 
caine. The users have to have mon- 
ey to buy the drug and they steal to 
get it.” 

Investigator Byrd urged all citi- 
zens to keep their homes locked at 
all times, especially when no one is 
at the residence, to help prevent the 
recent rash of thefts. 
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The only way in which a guilty 
plea can be accepted in a capital 
murder case in through the presen- 
tation of evidence to the jury, and 
at a pre-sentencing hearing to 
present evidence on whether the 
Georgia youth should be sentenced 
to life without parole or the death 
penalty, Coffee County District At- 
tomey Joel Folmar reported that the 
state recommended life without pa- 
role. 

The recommendation was based 
on two mitigating circumstances, 
which were (1) Stubbs was 17- 
years-old at the time of the murder 
and (2) Stubbs had no prior crimi- 
nal history. 

After the sentencing, Stubbs was 
returned to Limestone Correctional 
Facility, where he is already serv- 
ing a nine-year sentence for his 
Feb.22, 1986 escape from the Cof- 
fee County jail. 

Stubbs has approximately one 
month to appeal the life without pa- 
role sentence.

Studies on river may take over 
five-years to be completed 


Officials of the Choctawhatch- 
ee-Pea River Improvement Associ- 
ation were informed last week that 
a minimum wait of five-years 
would be realized before the group 
would learn the outcome of the 
studies being made to determine 
the feasibility of the project. 

Association chairman Max 
Hughes reported members of the 
group had attended several mect- 
ings in the area and that at every 
meeting the members were greeted 
warmly, 

"It took them 32-years to get 
Lake Eufaula built," Hughes re- 
marked, "and I think everyone 
should realize the size of the pro- 
ject we are undertaking. It has got- 
ten off the ground, but we have a: 
long way to go.” 

Jerry Anderson, a representative 
of the Alabama Electric Coopera- 


live, stated "We have had favorable 
responses from all the legislators in 
the area. The one thing we must do 
is increase membership so that we 
can show them we aren't just talk- 
ing. We need to show them we 
have numbers backing us up." 

Anderson also reported that sev- 
eral studies must still be completed’ 
and local funds would be needed. 

"Right now money is not a prob- 
Iem," said Anderson. "The 
$200,000 appropriated by the state 
legislature will help, but later on 
they will look for matching funds. 
The more matching funds we have, 
the more favorable Congress will 
look upon the project.
